Pꝛivy Council) to Publiſh and Declare, And His Majeſty doth hereby Publiſh and 
Declare His Royal Pleaſure, That the TwoHouſes of Parliament ſhall upon the 
laid Mine and twentieth of Auguſt be further Pꝛoꝛogued to the Firit day of October 
next, And that they ſhall then continue to Sit koꝛ the Diſpatch of divers weighty
